This is going to bo a series of appraisals of the works of the 128 sf authors 
whose books I have in my collection* But first a few words on the subject in a vain 
attempt to convince you I know what I'm mi tins about: 

I've been reading science fiction and fantasy for a dozen years since, at the age 
of eight I read Heinlein's Rocket Ship Galileo . My present library consists of app-' 
roximately l a 00 books and a similar number of magazines, I boast a complete run of 
Fantasy & Science Fiction and about h.00 issues cf Astounding and Analog y My taste, 
like Eric Blake's, is slightly old-fashioned 5 I demand first a well-written story to 
entertain me, 

I shall deal with the authors in alphabetical order. Comments are requested and 
will be printed if they make sense. With that out of the way, let us start of with 

MlaX* W. ALDISS: ;jr. Aldiss is an English gentleman. He has written on the order 
of twenty volumes of and on sf, of which I own nine and have read five. He has done 
editor ial work for the respected British publishers, Faber .& ?a.ber. 

Iceading Aldiss is a puzzle, In the late fifties ana "early sixties he would con* 
tent himself with simply telling a story well, as in the ,r Hothouse" series, which has 
since appeared as The Long -afternoon of Earth » ^ldiss has, with J.G. Ballard been 
cited as one of the leaders of the New "lave in sf * T/hat that is no one seems to Snow, 

Aldiss' strong point seems to be the philosophical contents of his stories, which 
tend to be rather gloomy, i-erhaps his best work is The Dark Li-*ht Year s » a story whose 
major point is the shock value of its ending* I won ! t tell it to you, for obvious 
reasons* Aldiss has also written a history of sf, The Billion-Year S_pr^e , which I 
intend to buy one of these days. 

Assuming no major changes," I expect ^ldisr 1 place in sf will be his influence on 
the newer group of writers, whose works show his influence, 

tOUL AIJDEH3CN: Anderson is a highly-skilled craftsman of writingo He has turned 
out brilliant works in heroic fantasy ( Three Hearts and Throe Lions ) s humorous sf, 
( Earthma_n : s Burden , in collaboration with Gordon Dickson) and culturaI-shock( Brai n- 
wave ). His stories are almost invariably worth reading (with the exception of a few 
real stinkers, like Tales From the Flying fountains ), being typified by a libertar- 
ean philosophy, similar to, but not as loud as Aobert Heinloin's, careful technical 
thought, well-executed stories, v/ith an occasional brilliantly insane idea, like a 
bunch of 13th Century Crusaders conquering the Galaxy, lie has a well-thought-out "fu- 
ture history", encompassing such collections as Trader to the S tars and his Dominic 
Flandry series. Anderson's one large flaw is his limitation of his novels to a set 
size. He has become so commercially successful that he apparently writes b, oks large 
enough for the markets, -without considering if they should bo longer. That has badly 
flawed such promising novels as There '.ail Be Time , the story of the maturation of 
a man who has the ability to travel in time and The Byworlder , a fascinating study 
of an Earth, fifty years in the future which has split up into hundreds of sub-soci- 
eties. Of his books I rocomnend(besides the ones mentioned above) Satan's TTorlrt 
( slightly flawed but still a brilliant hard-science sf book), Operation Chaon (a fun 
collection of four stories about a werewolf married to a witch in a pa rale 1 world 
where magic works), Tau 2ero (in which a near-light-speod spaceship can't decelerate), 
No Wor ld of Their Own (in which explorers return to Earth after 3000 years) and £00- 
ple of the .Tind ("part of his "future history"). Also, War of the l/ing-^er-. , which got 
an unfortunate "title for the book publication, it ori -anally appeared in 
ASTOUNDING as The ?ian V/ho Counts Anderson's written about 55-60 books, of 
which I own hh and have read U3« Whoops I I also recommend The^igh Crusade,
